The subject matter of claims 1,4,11 does not appear to involve an inventive 
step in view of the Dl and D2 cited in the ISR. 

The technical feature etching the semiconductor film using the mask to 
form a semiconductor layer and forming a gate electrode over the mask with 
the mask remaining over the semiconductor layer is not disclosed in Dl . 
However, said feature is virtually suggested in the D2 . Therefore the person 
skilled in the art would easily conceive the idea of employing the feature 
to. the method for manufacturing a semiconductor device disclosed in Dl.

The subject matters of claim 5 are considered to involve an inventive step 
over the documents cited in the international search report. 

None of the prior art documents cited in the international search report 
describes forming an inorganic film over the semiconductor film after 
forming the semiconductor film, and forming a barrier layer formed of the 
inorganic film by etching the inorganic film using the mask, and wherein 
the mask is formed over the inorganic film, and wherein the semiconductor 
layer is formed by etching the semiconductor film using the mask after 
forming the barrier layer.
